She says he kissed her when she went 
to his office to answer an advertisement 
for a stenographer. 

A belief that other girls had had simi- 
lar experiences caused Special Policemen 
Chutchill and Miller to pose as business 
brokers while they were tenants of 
the Central National Building and were 
questioning every young woman who 
went to Blair’s office. 

Miss Lemp, who lives at 8229 Idaho 
avenue, gave the police information 
which caused two special officers to be 
sent to the home of Miss Ella Voss of 
4422 North Twenty-first street to learn 
whether she would make a similar com- 
plaint. 


Anonymous Letter to Chier. 
The police investigation started when 


Chief Young recived an anonymous let- 
ter from a young woman. The writer 
said that she answered an advertisement 
for a. stenographer and went to room 
1621 Central National Building. This is 
the .office which Biair has occupied as 
a collection and insurance agency for 
the last month. 

In her letter the young woman says 
that a man who introduced himself to 
ner as Mr. Blair told her that what he 
really wanted was not a stenographer 
but a friend who would go out to lunch 
with him. The writer said that she did 
not tell her mother of her experience 
but that she tlfught the police ought to 
know of it so that other girls would he 
protected. 

Investigation of the charges in the 
letter led Special Officers Miller and 
Campbell to find that Miss Lemp also 
applied at the same office for a posi- 
tion: as stenographer. She inserted an 
advertisement.

in Vain Effort to Save 
His: Life. 





George Mueller, 50 years old, indicted 
& week ago by the St. Clair County 
grand jury on the charge of murdering 
Herman Moergen, died at the county 


hospital at Belleville at midnight from 
the effects of an attempt to strangle 
himself with a shoe string, as he lay 
in his bunk in the Belleville Jail. in 
an attempt to save his life, John C. 
Pinelle, his cellmate, burned the string 
through with a match. 

Pinelle,, who occupied. a lower bunk, 
was awakened at 10 o’clock by a noise 
in Mueller’s bunk, overhead. He inves- 
tigated and found Mueller had taken a 
broad shoestring, which Pinelle used 
as a hatband, and had tied one end 
around his neck and attached the other 
end to the cell bars, 18 inches from his 
head. 

Pulling his head back and forth in an 
effort to strangle himself, Pinelle called 
for help and other prisoners advised him 
to cut the string. Pinelle had no knife. 
Then someone suggested that he burn 
the string with a match. He lighted 4 
match and burned the string off. 

In the meantime the attention of a 
trusty in the corridor had been attract- 
ed and he called Night Jailer Herman 
Hauss. The loop was removed from 
Mueller’s throat and he was sent to the 
hospital. 

Mueller was a basket maker and had 
been employed by farmers in the north- 
ern part of the county. On Oct. 28 he 
and Moergen were drinking together in 
a crossroads saloon near O’Fallon. They 
left the place together and 20 minutes. 
later Moergen was found unconscious 
in the road with a stab wound in the 
side. He died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 

When Mueller was arrested stains 
were found on the blade of his knife. 
He. protested his innocence. Moergen 
was not robbec and there was no ap- 
parent motive for. the crime. 

After his indictment Mueller was de- 
spondent, but he cheered up somewhat 
Sunday evening and indulged in a game 


to his general practice.

The case of Mrs. Anna Cramer against 
her former husband, F. Ernest Cra- 
mer, president of the Broadway National 
Bank and former City Councilman, for 
$5000 which she claims to be due on a 
note given her by him in November, 1901, 
went to trial Monday in Judge Muench’s 
court. 

Mrs, Cramer, an attractive woman of 
the blonde type, and her former hus. 
band sat within six feet of each other 
at the counsel table, but took no notice 
of each other. 

Cramer’s defense is that there was a 
verbal understanding that the note 
was not to be presented for payment 
until after the death of his father, Gus- 
tav Cramer, and that it was part of 
$15,000 given her to get a divorce from 
him by collusion, and is therefore ille- 
gal and void. 

Attorney Theodore Rassieur, in his 
opening statement to the jury on behalf 
of Cramer, said it would be shown that 
two notes for $5000 each weve given to 
Mrs. Cramer by Gustav Cramer, and 
that the third, signed by F. Ernest 
Cramer, was given without the knowl- 
edge of his sister, and it was the 
agreement with Mrs. Cramer that 
Gustav Cramer was not to know of it. 

Mrs. Cramer’s lawyer, E. S. Robert 
merely introduced the note in evi- 
dence and closed his case. Attorney 
Rassier offered in evidence a deposi- 
tion of Mrs. Cramer, taken in October, 
1909, which she afterward reftsed to 
sign because of alleged inaccuracies, 
but which contains admissions of part 
of the allegations of her husband, 
that there was collusion in obtaining 
the divorce. 

Cramer’s reason, she said in’ the depo- 
sition, for wanting a divorce, was that 
he might be free to marry the woman 
who ‘is now his second wife. 

Attorney Robert objected to the ad- 
mission of the deposition. Judge Muench 
rujed that such parts as related to com- 
mt }ications between husband and~-wife 
wel \ not admissible. This had the ef- 
fect of barring most of the deposition.

Gehman has established headquarters 
at Room 206, Federal Building. As- 
sistant District Attorney Ward of Den- 
ver is representing the Government, 
and Attorneys E. H. Park and William 
H. Rodda are representing the defend- 
ants. The suit to recover the land was 
filed at Denver. 

Among the witnesses supenaed are 
L. M. Rumsey, Frank P. Fay, William 
Baer, Charles F. W. Haberbach, Mag- 
dalena Haberbach, August Haberbach, 
CharleSH, Dodge and Anna H. Dodge. 

The Government charges, in the 
suit, that the land was entered In the 
names of individuals for the benefit 
of the coal company, and that this 
was a fraud upon the United States. 
The Yampa Anthracite Coal Co. was 
promoted by F. W. Keitel, formerly 
of St. Louis. The land in question is 
in Rount County, Colorado. 

Hyman First Witness. 

Thomas 0. Hyman, treasurer of the 
L. M. Rumsey Manufacturing Co., was 
the first witness called Monday. Hy- 
man admitted that 160 acres of land 
was entered in his name for the bene- 
fit. of-the coal company.- ‘ 

‘Keitel came to the office where I 
was employed and I signed certain pa- 
pers,” Hyman testified. “I did not 
know what the papers were. I under- 
stood in a general way that they per- 
tained to Colorado coal lands. 

“I thought I was favoring my friend, 
L. M. Rumsey, by signing the papers. 
Several other employes, of the company 
signed similar papers.” 

Hyman testified that he had no 
knowledge that 160 acres of land subse- 
quently held by the coal company were 
dntered in his name. He said he never 
land, to his 
knowledge, that he had paid none of the 
entry fees or other expenses incidental 
to acquiring the land. He said he had 
not paid attorneys’ fees to defend the 
suit filed against him and others by the 
Government and did not know that an 
answer to the suit had been filed in 
name at Denver.

Administered Drug to Induce 
Daughter to Sleep. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


Mrs. Caroline B. Martin, who pleaded 
non vult to the charge of killing her 
daughter, Ocey Wardlaw Martin Snead, 
reached its last stage here today when 
the aged woman appeared for sentence. 

Judge Ten Eyck sentenced her to serve 
seven years in the penitentiary. 

The mystery of the death of the young 
woman was in a manner cleared up 
when Mrs. Martin’s lawyer made the 
following explanation: 

“Ocey Snead, who was found dead in 
a bathtub In East Orange, N. J., on 
Nov. 2, 1908, died of morphine poison- 
ing. She was a victim of the drug hab- 
it, but the fatal dose was administered. 
by her mother, Mrs. Caroline B. Mar- 
tin, who gave it for the purpose, as she 
expressed it, ‘of inducing sleep.’ 

She then placed her daughter in a 
chilling bath, hoping to counteract the 
overdose of the narcotic. Becoming 
alarmed at the combined effects of drug 
and water, which she saw were hasten- 
ing death, she fled from the scene. | 

The proceedings Saturday were in 
the form of an argument by Attorney 
Kalish concerning the sentence to ‘be 
pronounced. He asserted Mrs. Martin 
had not admitted anything that would 
show criminal intent, and had never 
told a coherent story about her daugh- 
ter’s death. 

Prosecutor Mott, ‘who opposed any 
leniency of sentence, declared that as 
the investigation proceeded he had be- 


come more and more convinced that a 


deliberate crime had been committed. 
He said it seemed to him that the old 
women “hung over the body of Ocey 
like buzzards over a dying dog.” 


Moral age gm Still Eviden 
Concerning e contention that 1 mor- 


phine was administered to induce 
sleep, Mr. Mott said: 

“If that theory is accepted, then the 
moral turpitude of Mrs. Martin is still 
evident, for she was like a man in an 


‘automobile who, after running over a 


child, puts on high speed and flees. 
She fled when she realized the éondi- 
tion of her daughter and left her to 
her fate.’’ 

Kalish said Mrs. Martin had admitted 
to Prosecutor Mott that Ocey was iil 
the night before she died and that she 
lay all that night with her head in her 
mother’s lap. 

“She has since admitted,” he con- 
tinued; “‘that she had given Ocey mor- 
phine that night to induce sleep, as she 
had done on other occasions. When 
she saw how the drug had affected 
Ocey she put the young woman in cold 
water in the bathtub in the hope of re- 
viving her. When she finally realized 
Ocey’s condition she became greatly 
alarmed and went back to New York 
half crazed over the result of the treat- 
ment she had given her daughter.” 
Kalish scouted the story that Mrs. 
Martin and her sisters had plotted 
against the life of Ocey in order to ob- 
tain her life insurance. He closed with 
a reference to Mrs. Martin’s past life 
and the high standing of the Wardlaw 
family.

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Coach A. A. Stagg 
of the University of Chicago sprang his 
first 1911 athletic novelty yesterday in 
the shape of a new constitution for 
“safe and sane’ intercollegiate track 
meets.

Mexican Rebels Fire From Cliffs 
on Both Sides of Road, Where 
Soldiers Are Cut Off.

PRESIDIO, Tex., Jan. 23.—(Via Mar- 
fa, Tex., Jan. 22.)— —More than 100 soldiers 
were killed in a three days’ battle be- 
tween the Mexican Federal troops and 
insurrectos in the mountains between 
Ojinaga and Cuchiilio Parrado. 

The Government iroops were caught in 
a trap and were mowed down by the 
bullets which swept their ranks from 
three directions. The insurrectos occu- 
pied the cliffs and the soldiers were 
in the road below them, cut off from 
escape. Of the 200 men who went into 
the pass only 49 were unharmed, so far 
as known. -They joined the columr 
under Col. Dorantes. 

The’ revolutionists’ loss was only five 
men killed, according to their reports. 

The fighting started Jan. 16, when a 
small band of insurgents was routed at 
Coyama. A column of 200 soldiers pur- 
sued the fleeing insurrectos and ran into 
the trap. It is believed that about 200 
insurrectos were engaged. 

A detachmént of .insurrectos was 
sect: after the fight with 32 captured 
Mauser rifles. 


The battle lasted all day Jan. 17. 
On Jan. 18 Col. Dorantes advanced 
fron: Ojinaga with reinforcements. 
He circled about, avoiding the deadly 
pass, and entered the mountains froin 
the west. He discovered the insur- 
rectos and a continuous fight for two 
Jays followed. 

Dorantes then retired into the f>ot- 
hills and is now awaiting reinforce- 
ments. Last night’ another column 
of 109 soldiers left Ojinaga:for the 
relief of Dorantes. Several wounded
